REPORT OF LANGDON SCHOOL BOARD 


Our schools represent a cash investment which vitally 
eoncerns every taxpayer in the town. It is up to us to 
know whether we are getting dividends on this investment; 
especially as these dividends are represented in terms of 
opportunity for our children. 

To insure a proper return for your money, you should 
give the teachers and superintendent your heartiest co- 
operation. It has been suggested that a Parent-Teachers 
Association might serve to promote better understanding 
and more good-will between the home and the school. 

Tardiness represents an appalling waste; unnecessary 
absence is another method of throwing away your money. 
Because our town maintains no paid truant officer, we must 
all be very careful about sending our children whenever 
they are physically fit for school. 

Nofbusiness man would think of running down the 
plant where his money is invested. Let us then learn to 
praise the good done by our schools; let us be sure our 
criticisms are sound, let us be boosters not knockers; and 
let our slogan for the coming year be—Boost for better 
schools.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 
Members of the Langdon School Board: 


I, herewith, submit my third annual report as superin- 
tendent of your schools. 
Langdon is one of the few small towns of the state that 
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registered any considerable increase in the number of pupils: 
attending school last year. The former total of 53 was ex- 
ceeded by 12. This increase in the number of children 
partly accounts for the larger number of tardinesses re- 
corded. The record of the year before was very good and 
it was hoped to lower the mark the past year. Instead, 
there came an increase of 53. During the first half of the 
current year, tardiness number 116. This is_ slightly 
better but is not yet as low as it should be. A medal for 
perfect attendance, or some similar recognition made has 
helped in several towns. Are there not one or two of 
Langdon’s interested citizens who, through loyalty to the 
children, would donate some award of this kind? This 
year a special drive has been made for attendance. It has. 
resulted in a percentage of 94.5 during the first half year.. 
This is very encouraging. 

The school buildings are in a much improved condition. 
The “Hill” school has been newly shingled, clapboards: 
have been repaired and painted and the foundation re- 
novated. A modern stove, utilizing the ventilating features. 
of the jacket has been installed resulting in a more even and 
economical distribution of heat. The village school has. 
been painted and now presents an attractive appearance. 
As the inside was painted and reventilated the year pre- 
vious, the schools now in good condition. 

During the past year chemical toilets have been in- 
stalled in two schools of this supervisory union and are 
proving a complete success. The present toilets are a 
source of danger to the health of your children. Such 
toilets, in public use, present risks that are absent in private: 
homes. I urge the people of Langdon to consider carefully 
the purchase of these modern safeguards of health. 

During this year a modification of the present course: 
in History of the seventh and eighth grades is to be de- 
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veloped. This, so far as possible, will consider only the 
modern and current history, studying the facts of the past 
only as they show effects upon the present. This course 
cannot be put into effect until next September. When it is 
introduced we shall be glad of comments from the citizens 
as to the efficiency of the course. 

I wish once more to extend my thanks to the Langdon 
school board for their guidance in the duties of the office.
